Sacramento Butcher Is 
1st 1952 Traffic Death 


A S a c r a m e n t o man became 
Marin's first fatality of 1952 last 
night as he and his wife walked 
through heavy traffic on US. 101 
and weije struck down by a 
motorist, 
according 
to 
witnesses 
to the crash. 
Edward C. Sheltman, 57. died at 
Ross General hospital shortly after 
the accident which occurred just 
north of Richardson Bay bridge. 
His wife, Gladys, 59, is reported 
resting well in the hospital today 
while being treated for shock, two 
broken legs, and possible internal 
injuries. 
Driver of the auto which struck 
the couple was WAF 1st Lt, June 
Hilton, 27, of Hamilton Air Force 
Base. She was not injured and was 
not held by police following the 
mishap. 
From the reports o f witnesses, 
police said the accident occurred as 
the couple was walking “arm-in­ 
arm’’ across the highway about 6 
pm. They had dinner at a restaur­ 
ant and were returning to their 
motel on the east side of the high­ 
way, officers added. 
As there is no intersection at that 
point in the highway the man and 
woman crossed one lane of the 
south bound section and rushed into 
the other lane to make use of a 
L eak in the heavy rush hour traffic, 
patrolmen explained. 
But as they rushed, officers added. 


the couple walked into the path of 
Lt. Hilton’s auto. 
The WAF office* told California 
Highway patrolmen she was travel­ 
ing about 55 miles per hour when 
she saw the couple walk into h e 
lane. 
She said she swerved to the 
right but her car hit them with 
the left side of her car. 
The many motorists who wit­ 
nessed 
the fatal crash reported 
Sheltman ami his wife were cut 
down like “a blade of grass before 
a giant sickle”. 
They added the couple had been 
rolled along the highway after they 
were struck. 
Ambulance 
a t t e n d a n t s who 
carried the man and woman to Ross 
General hospital said one of Sh At­ 
man's leg’s had been severed when 
struck by the auto bumper, Mrs. 
Sheltman’s legs were both broken, 
they added. 
Officers at the scene said the 
accident 
w o u l d 
be investigated 
further but that Lt. Hilton was 
traveling at legal speed. They added 
all indications show that Sheltman 
and his wife used poor judgement in 
crossing the highway at that point. 
Sheltman, a Sacramento butcher 
and his wife had planned to stay in 
Marin last night and to enter a San 
Francisco hospital today . 
The husband was to have under­ 
gone an eye operation this morning.

Churchill also said at New York 
he believes “the prospects for world 
peace are solid in 1952.” 
The list of subjects the Prime 
Minister and the President are to 
talk over ranges from atomic weap­ 
ons to relations with Russia, from 
the Korean war and armistice talks 
to the defense of the weet. It also 
includes such matters as prospects 
of peace between the Arabs and 
Israel. 
As the two stood bardheaded In 
the cold, damp air in Washington 
Chur hill said he was “most grateful” 
to the President for the welcome he 
received here. 
PRAISES U.S. STRENGTH 
He declared it was a great experi­ 
ence to return once more to the 
United States where he has “many 
and ancient connections” (his moth­ 
er was an American) and he said 
that “I look forward to renewing the 
comradeship which grew up during 
the struggles of the war.”

Sixty nine ducks in a l o c k e r 
rented by Jack and Jeff Zander 
of San Rafael with the former’s 
name stamped on the package. 
Forty eight ducks in the locker 
of James Kidd of 2145 Redwood 


highway, San Rafael. 
Unstamped v e n i s o n in lockers 
rented by Warren Jamison of 266 
Sausalito avenue C o r t e Madera, 
Milton Nickles of 30 Van Tassel 
court, San Anseimo, and Boyd Vin­ 
cent of Fairfax. 
Game Warden A1 Giddings, who 
took part in the raids, said no one 
is allowed possession of more than 
six ducks at one time, and all 
stored meat must be stamped. 
Giddings said an inspection of the 
records at the locker plant showed 
that a large number of ducks had 
been received for the Zander locker 
and the investigation followed. 
Judge Brusatori set next Tuesday 
at 2 p.m. as the time for taking 
their pleas, but pointed out that 
the time may have to be changed 
to suit Judge Shone’s schedule.

One of the engineer gauges was 
set in the center of the creek be­ 
hind Ross Town Hall. 
From the recordings of the in­ 
strument the planners can learn 
the heighth of the wather each hour 
of the day for a one month period, 
a member of Ross Fire department 
remarked. 
“It will tell the engineers whether | 
the rise and fall of the water 
coincides with the high and low 
tides,” he stated. 
He explained further the figures 
will help them determine the ease 
with which the water flows in the 
creek. It will also point out the de­ 
gree of which the water is slowed 
down by trees and brush in the 
creek or by large bulkheads built 
out Into the creek, the firemen de­ 
clared. 
“Too many bulkheads could cut 
the flow of water by almost 20 per­ 
cent,” he added. 
Muller emphasized that although 
the study Las been continuous since 
1946, no results or recommendations 


have ever been,made public. 
“We’ll ask them for any recom­ 
mendations they can give us on the 
matter,” he concluded.

Sacramento Butcher Is 
1st 1952 Traffic Death 


A S a c r a m e n t o man became 
Marin's first fatality of 1952 last 
night as he and his wife walked 
through heavy traffic on U.S. 101 
and were struck down by a passing 
motorist, 
according 
to 
witnesses 
to the crash. 
Edward C. Sheltman, 57, died at 
Ross General hospital shortly after 
the accident which occurred just 
north of Richardson Bay bridge. 
His wife, Gladys, 59, is reported 
resting well in the hospital today 
while being treated for shock, two 
broken legs, and possible internal 
injuries. 
Driver of the auto which struck 
the couple was WAF 1st Lt. June 
Hilton, 27, of Hamilton Air Force 
Base. She was not injured and was 
not held by police following the 
mishap. 
From the reports o f witnesses, 
police said the accident occurred as 
the couple was walking “arm-in­ 
arm” across the highway about § 
pm . They had dinner at a restaur­ 
ant and were returning to their 
motel on the east side of the high­ 
way, officers added. 
As there is no intersection at that 
point in the highway the man and 
woman crossed one lane of the 
south bound section and rushed into 
the other lane to make use of a 
l.eak in the heavy rush hour traffic, 
patrolmen explained. 
But as they rushed, officers added, 


the couple walked into the path of 
Lt. Hilton’s auto. 
The WAF officer told California 
Highway patrolmen she was travel­ 
ing about 55 miles per hour when 
she saw the couple walk into her 
lane. 
She said she swerved to' the 
right but her car .hit them with 
the left side of her car. 
The many motorists who wit­ 
nessed 
the fatal 
crash 
reported 
Sheltman and his wife were cut 
down like “a blade of grass before 
a giant sickle”. 
They added the couple had been 
rolled along the highway after they 
were struck. 
Ambulance 
a t t e n d a n t s who 
carried the man and woman to Ross 
General hospital said one of Sh hit­ 
man’s leg’s had been severed when 
struck by the auto bumper. Mrs. 
Sheltman’* legs were both broken, 
they added. 
Officers at the scene said the 
accident 
w o u l d 
be investigated 
further but that Lt. Hilton was 
traveling at legal speed. They added 
all indications show that Sheltman 
and his wife used poor judgement in 
crossing the highway at that point 
Sheltman, a Sacramento butcher 
and his wife had planned to stay in 
Marin last night and to enter a San 
Francisco hospital today . 
The husband was to have under­ 
gone an. eye operation this morning.

Noted Theologian Views 
State Of World Today 


By DR. JiSSi H. BAIRD 
President of Hie Presbyterian Theological 
Seminary at San Anselmo. 


My contemporaries have prevailed upon me 
I© share with you a recent experience. Early in 
October I received a letter from the White 
House inviting me to share with a group of 
citizens in an all-day conference in the Execu­ 
tive Offices. 
I presented myself and for the first time 
learned of the nature and personnel of the 
gathering. Seventy-five citizens from all parts 
of the nation gathered. They were the execu­ 
tives of business, labor, education, religion, and 
a few patriotic and social agencies. We sat from 
10 a.m. to 4 p.m. in conference with the Presi­ 
dent of the United States, the Secretary of State, 
the General of the Army, the Secretary of De­ 
fense, the Secretary of the Treasury, and the 
men who head defense mobilizations, and price 
and wage stabilization. The conference was 
-off the record” and any question could be 
asked and answered frankly and fully. 
Here in general is the situation as presented 
to us: When World War II came to an end we 
breathed a sigh of relief and called our boxs 
home. The nation disarmed to a major degree. 
We helped to organize the United Nations and 
set about to build a peaceful world. Then, as 
the United Nations got under way we dis­ 
covered with a terrible shock that Russia, in­ 
stead of being our ally, was our bitter enemy. 
On July SO, 1950, the Communsts struck in 
Korea. Secret information in the hands if our 
officials advised them that this was the first 
move in a vast pattern of advance which aimed 
to take over Asia, chunk by chunk, then Eur­ 
ope in the same manner, then America and the 
rest of the world. The government of the 
United States faced a more serious menace than 
ever before in her history. Russia had not de­ 
mobilized and the rest of the world lay almost 
helpless before her. Only the fear of our atomic 
bomb was causing her to hesitate. 
Our leaders drew up a four-fold policy of 
immediate action: 1. Stop th^ advance of Com­ 
munism at any cost. 2, Build our foreign policy 
on the United Nations and make friends of as 
many of the nations as possible, joining with 
them in mutual defense. 3. Re-arm as fast as 
possible so as to meet the threat by force if 
nccesary. 4. Avoid all-out-war if possible. 
We are now well on the way in the working 
out of that policy but only gradually are we 
becoming aware of what it means to us. Already 
20 billions of dollars a year are going into de­ 
fense. By another year 50 billions will be going 
to it yearly. That is one-fifth of the entire in­ 
come of the nation. More and more of our com­ 
modities will be going into defense and off the 
consumer markets. Our economy, responding, is 
in an upward spiral of inflation. Price controls 
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ha\e held it to the extent that it has risen only 
9 per cent since the fighting began in Korea, 
but it is slowly rising. In the other tree lands 
the cost of living in that same period has risen 
from 11 per cent in England to 50 per cent in 
our zone of Austria. “Runaway inflation” 
threatens the democratic world. Only our 
nation has the strength to stop it. And for us it 
will be a supreme test. “Pay as you go” taxation 
can save us from financial collapse. Those taxes 
ha\e been voted. They will mean that even the 
poor man will pay one-fifth of his income tor 
taxes. The rich man will pay up to nine-tenths. 
And this may go on for a generation. We face 
“austerity” even as England faced it. 
All of tliis adds up to the reason why we were 
called to Washington. This nation faces its 
supreme test. On one side is the constant men­ 
ace of war which might break any day. On the 
other side to “discourage” the coming of that 
war we face a campaign for defense which will 
strain the very fabric of the nation. And it is 
the personal business of every citizen. Officials 
cannot make us do this. A great wave oi patriot­ 
ism must repossess us and make every one of us 
a committee of one to meet the emergency. 
Furthermore, the presence of the representa­ 
tives of the church in this gathering was 
eloquent proof that everyone is coming to 
recognize that the Faith of our Fathers is alone 
sufficient to supply the undergirding of char­ 
acter and loyalty requisite to match the hour.

Will Reds 
Now Attack 
Indo-China

WASHINGTON—The nqjv year 
begins, unhappily enough, with the 
biggest, darkest, and most serious 
storm warning that has been run 
up 
in 
Washington 
In 
many 
months. In brief, Gen. de Lattre 
de Tassigny, Prench commander 
in Indo-China, is now convinced 
that the Chinese Communists are 
planning a major invasion of In­ 
do-China. 
\ 
The generalg view is shared by 
the French government, which has 
passed on Gen. de Lattre’s warning 
and bluntly inquired about Ameri­ 
can intentions in case of a Chinese 
Communist attack across Indo­ 
china’s borders. 
It is anybody’s 
guess, whether Paris is right in 
fearing the worst. 
The British 
government, thus far, disputes the 
Prench view of the situation, while 
in Washington opinions vary from 
official to official. 


IT IS AT LEAST IMPRESSIVE, 
however, that the brave and dedi­ 
cated Gen. de Lattre, who has been 
notably optimistic until very re­ 
cently, has now come to expect the 
Chinese Communists to attack. 
The evidence which has changed 
the general’s opinion can be sim­ 
ply summarized. 
The Chinese Communist armies 
above the Indo-Chinese border 
have lately been brought up to a 
strength of about 
225,000 
men. 
They have received important ad­ 
ditions of heavy equipment. Their 
attack 
routes 
into 
Indo-China 
have been repaired and are now 
open for mass movements of men 
and arms. And, most important, 
very large 
numbers of 
Chinese 
combat units have already moved 
from their old garrison areas into 
jump-off positions on the border. 


TO MAKE MATTERS WORSE, 
the infusion of shout 60.000 native 
Indo-Chinese Communist troops, 
trained and re-equipped behind 
the protection of the Chinese bor­ 
der, has already sharply altered 
the balance within Indo-China. 
Indo-Chinese Communists came 
very close, In the recent fighting 
around Hua-Binh, to inflicting an 
Important defeat on the Prench 
am! 
anti-Communist 
Indo-Chi­ 
nese forces. 
French losses were 
serious, and the tide of battle was 
only turned by the remaining 
Prench superiority in armor and 
air power. 
Hence any fairly considerable 
Chinese Communist intervention 
in Indo-China will be enough to 
tip the scales decisively. 
If this 
rich and strategically vital coun­ 
try becomes another province in 
the Soviet empire, Siam will be 
next on the list, almost certainly 
followed by Burma. The British 
might be able to hold on at the 
narrow neck of the Kra peninsula 
in Malaya, at least for some time, 
thus protecting the rich prize of 
Indonesia. 


YET THE LOSS OF MOST of 
their essential trading area in 
southeast 
Asia would 
certainly 
cause India and Japan to tremble 
from the shock, and the contagion 
would surely spread into the soft 
and threatened Middle East. West­ 
ern Europe itself would be ter­ 
rible hard hit. 
Such is the frightening vista 
opened up by Gen. de 
Lattre’s 
warning. It must be repeated that 
the danger is still discounted by 
many normally 'good judges. But 
there is certainly something omin­ 
ous about intelligence xeports pin­ 
pointing the planned date of the

TRY AND STOP ME 
BENNETT CERF 


WE LIVE IN THE CENTER of 
an international whirlwind where 
our war-time allies have become 
our peacetime enemies and our 
wartime enemies our peacetime al­ 
lies. Too many things happen too 
fast over too long a period for the 
average man to keep a dear, de­ 
tailed and reasoned opinion on the 
major events which develop over 
months and years. 
Bundy’s 
book probably 
won’t 
help those whcse minds already 
have been made up on Acheson, 
such as his 109 per cent support­ 
ers, or those who go along with 
Senator McCarthy’s attacks on the 
secretary. 
Bundy, a lifelong Re­ 
publican whose brother married 
Acheson’s daughter, has small pa­ 
tience with McCarthy who, like 
Wiley, is a Wisconsin Repulican. 
But the book should benefit any­ 
one who wants to form an opinion 
based on more information than 
has been available to him in one 
place before. This book is almost 
entirely made up of Acheson’s pub­ 
lic statements and testimony on 
our foreign policy and why it be­ 
came a policy. Bundy, as editor 
and narrator, provides the bridges 
between the various statements 
and the events 
which 
brought 
them forth. 
Not all that glitters in the book 
is pure Acheson. He has had ex­ 
pert staff help on some of his 
statements, the kind of help a man 
in his job needs and must get 
although the final product is his 
responsibility. 


FOR INSTANCE, THE SPEECH 
he made at Berkeley, California, 
March 16, 1950, remains, I think, 
the most Intelligent and intelli­ 
gible explanation of why Soviet 
Communism is a threat which we 
must oppose. It impressed me by 
its expertness so much at the time 
that I asked at the State Depart­ 
ment about it and found Acheson's 
staff had begun work on it six 
months before he delivered it. 
Nor is Bundy’s book the com­ 
plete story of our foreign policy, 
by any means, as Bundy himself 
points out. The President, not in­ 
volved in this book, has the final 
say on our foreign policy. History 
may show his was the major hand 
in shaping it. Nor will we know 
for a long time some of the infor­ 
mation upon which decisions were 
made, since some of that informa­ 
tion is still in the secret files. 
Bundy says he tried to present 
a fair picture of the secretary in 
this book. Generally he is sympa­

EDITORIAL COMMENT 
Noted Theologian Views 
State Of World Today 


By DR. JESSE H. BAIRD 
President of the Presbyterian Theological 
Seminary at San Anselmo. 
My contemporaries have prevailed upon me 
to share with you a recent experience. Early in 
October I received a letter from the White 
House inviting me to share with a group of 
citizens in an all day conference in the Execu­ 
tive Offices. 
I presented myself and for the first time 
learned of the nature and personnel of the 
gathering. Seventy-five citizens from all parts 
of the nation gathered. They were the execu­ 
tives of business, labor, education, religion, and 
a few patriotic and social agencies. We sat from 
TO a.m. to 4 p.m. in conference with the Presi­ 
dent of the United States, the Secretary of State, 
the General of the Army, the Secretary of De­ 
fense, the Secretary of the Treasury, and the 
men who head defense mobilizations, and price 
and wage stabilization. The conference was 
“off the record” and any question could be 
asked and answered frankly and fully. 
Here in general is the situation as presented 
to us: When World War II came to an end we 
breathed a sigh of relief and called our boys 
home. The nation disarmed to a major degree. 
We helped to organize the United Nations and 
set about to build a peaceful world. Then, as 
the United Nations got under way we dis­ 
covered with a terrible shock that Russia, in­ 
stead of being our ally, was our bitter enemy. 
On July 30, 1950, the Communsts struck in 
Korea. Secret information in the hands if our 
officials advised them that this was the first 
move in a vast pattern of advance which aimed 
to take over Asia, chunk by chunk, then Eur­ 
ope in the same manner, then America and the 
rest of the world. The government of the 
United States faced a more serious menace than 
ever before in her history. Russia had not de­ 
mobilized and the rest of the world lay almost 
helpless before her. Only the fear of our atomic 
bomb was causing her to hesitate. 
Our leaders drew up a four-fold policy of 
immediate action: 1, Stop th^ advance of Com­ 
munism at any cost. 2, Build our foreign policy 
on the United Nations and make friends of as 
many of the nations as possible, joining with 
them in mutual defense. 3. Re-arm as fast as 
possible so as to meet the threat by force if 
necesary. 4. Avoid all-out-war if possible. 
We are now well on the way in the working 
out of that policy but only gradually are we 
becoming aware of what it means to us. Already 
20 billions of dollars a year are going into de­ 
fense. By another year 50 billions will be going 
to it yearly. That is one-fifth of the entire in­ 
come of the nation. More and more of our com­ 
modities will be going into defense and off the 
consumer markets. Our economy, responding, is 
in an upward spiral of inflation. Price controls

have held it to the extent that it has risen only 
9 per cent since the fighting began in Korea, 
but it is slowly rising. In the other free lands 
the cost of living in that same period has risen 
from II per cent in England to 50 per cent in 
our zone of Austria. “Runaway inflation” 
threatens the democratic world. Only our 
nation has the strength to stop it. And for us it 
will be a supreme test. ”Pay as you go” taxation 
can save us from financial collapse. Those taxes 
have been voted. They will mean that even the 
poor man will pay one-fifth of his income for 
taxes. The rich man will pay up to nine-tenths. 
And this may go on for a generation. We face 
“austerity” even as England faced it. 
All of this adds up to the reason why we were 
called to Washington. This nation faces its 
supreme test. On one side is the constant men­ 
ace of war which might break any day. On the 
other side to “discourage” the coming of that 
war we face a campaign for defense w hich will 
strain the very fabric of the nation. And it is 
the personal business of every citizen. Officials 
cannot make us do this. A great wave of patriot­ 
ism must repossess us and make every one of us 
a committee of one to meet the emergency. 
Furthermore, the presence of the representa­ 
tives of the church in this gathering was 
eloquent proof that everyone is coming to 
recognize that the Faith of our Fathers is alone 
sufficient to supply the undergirding of char­ 
acter and loyalty requisite to match the hour.

Will Reds 
Now Attack 
Indo-China 
By JOSEPH and 
STEWART ALSOP 
WASHINGTON—-The n«r year 
begins, unhappily enough, with the 
biggest, darkest, and most serious 
storm warning that has been run 
up in Washington in many 
months. In brief, Gen. de Lattre 
de Tassigny, French commander 
in Indo-China, is now convinced 
that the Chinese Communists are 
planning a major Invasion of Ih- 
do-China. 
i 
The generar! view is shared by 
the French government, which has 
passed on Gen. de Lattre’s warning 
and bluntly inquired about Ameri­ 
can intentions in case of a Chinese 
Communist attack across Indo­ 
china's borders. It is anybody's 
guess, whether Paris is right in 
fearing the worst. The British 
government, thus far, disputes the 
French view of the situation, while 
in Washington opinions vary from 
official to official. 
IT IS AT LEAST IMPRESSIVE, 
however, that the brave and dedi­ 
cated Gen. de Lattre, who has been 
notably optimistic until very re­ 
cently, has now come to expect the 
Chinese Communists to attack. 
The evidence which has changed 
the general’s opinion can be sim­ 
ply summarized. 
The Chinese Communist armies 
above the Indo-Chinese border 
have lately been brought up to a 
strength of about 225,000 men. 
They have received important ad­ 
ditions of heavy equipment. Their 
attack routes into Indo-China 
have been repaired and are now 
open for mass movements of men 
and arms. And, most important, 
very large numbers of Chinese 
combat units have already moved 
from their old garrison areas into 
Jump-off positions on the border. 
TO MAKE MATTERS WORSE, 
the infusion of about 60.000 native 
Indo-Chinese Communist troops, 
trained and re-equipped behind 
the protection of the Chinese bor­ 
der, has already sharply altered 
the balance within Indo-China, 
Indo-Chinese Communists came 
very close, in the recent fighting 
around Hua-Binh, to inflicting an 
important defeat on the French 
and anti-Communist Indo-Chi­ 
nese forces. French losses were 
serious, and the tide of battle was 
only turned by the remaining 
French superiority in armor and 
air power. 
Hence any fairly considerable 
Chinese Communist intervention 
In Indo-China will be enough to 
tip the scales decisively. If this 
rich and strategically vital coun­ 
try becomes another province in 
the Soviet empire, Siam will be 
next on the list, almost certainly 
followed by Burma. The British 
might be able to hold on at the 
narrow neck of the Kra peninsula 
in Malaya, at least for some time, 
thus protecting the rich prize of 
Indonesia,

To my great surprise, I received 
exactly half of the expected divi­ 
dend of $180, or $90. I arrived at 
the expected $180 figure by locat­ 
ing friends of the same age car­ 
rying the same amount of cover­ 
age. I feel that I still have $90 
of my dividend coming. 
I wrote to the V. A. and they 
“audited” my insurance account 
and admit that I was underpaid, 
with no comment as to how much 
I was underpaid. 
This brings to my mind, with as 
yet no intention of casting asper­ 
sions upon the honesty or integrity 
of the Veterans’ Administration, 
thousands more veterans carrying 
G. I. term Insurance who have 
been underpaid on their dividend 
and do not know it in the absence 
of a formula for computing the 
dividend.

FIRST, AN EFFORT CAN BE 
made to deter the threatened Chi- 
niese Communist attack by a stem 
warning that it would mean urn* 
limited war with China.

What Do You 
Know Of U. S. 
Foreign Policy

WASHINGTON 
When Sec­ 
retary of State Acheaon finished 
explaining our China policy to1 a 
Senate committee during the Mac- 
Arthur hearings last spring. Sena­ 
tor Wiley of Wisconsin had a com­ 
ment. 
Wiley, who succeeded the late 
Senator Vandenberg as ranking 
Republican on the Senate foreign 
relations committee, has one of 
the key congressional jobs on for­ 
eign affairs. The white-haired 
Wiley said : 
“Mr. Secretary, I think that you 
should be complimented on a 
pretty clear-cut statement as to 
the facts that heretofore were noi 
brought to our attention in rela­ 
tion to this Chinese situation . . .• 
McGEORGE BUNDY, EDITOR 
of a book on Acheson published 
Monday—“The Pattern of Repson- 
sibllity"— recalls this incident and 
says dryly in a footnote: 
“Senator Wiley’s comment is 
somewhat surprising; almost all 
of Acheson’s statement was a 
resume of facts published two 
years before in the white paper 
on China.” 
(“That was a 1.054 page book 
produced by the State Department 
to explain the history and failure 
of our dealings with the Chinese. 
At once it became the center of 
hot congressional argument.) 
If a man in Wiley’s position 
didn’t read this vital document— 
he was next to Vandenberg at the 
time—or forgot what he read, the 
average person can be excused if 
he’s confused or forgetful about 
the details of our foreign dealings. 
WE LIVE IN THE CENTER of 
an international whirlwind where 
our war-time allies have become 
our peacetime enemies and our 
wartime enemies our peacetime al­ 
lies. Too many things happen too 
fast over too long a period for the 
average man to keep a clear, de­ 
tailed and reasoned opinion on the 
major events which develop over 
months and years. 
Bundy’s book probably won’t 
help those whose minds already 
have been made up on Acheson, 
such as his 109 per cent support­ 
ers, or those who go along with 
Senator McCarthy’s attacks on the 
secretary, Bundy, a lifelong Re­ 
publican whose brother married 
Acheson’s daughter, has small pa­ 
tience with McCarthy who, like 
Wiley, is a Wisconsin Repulican. 
But the book should benefit any­ 
one who wants to form an opinion 
based on more information than 
has been available to him in one 
place before. This book is almost 
entirely made up of Acheson’s pub­ 
lic statements and testimony on 
our foreign policy and why it be­ 
came a policy. Bundy, as editor 
and narrator, provides the bridges 
between the various statements 
and the events which brought 
them forth. 
Not all that glitters in the book 
Is pure Acheson. He has had ex­ 
pert staff help on some of his 
statements, the kind of help a man 
In his job needs and must get 
although the final product is his 
responsibility. 
FOR INSTANCE, THE SPEECH 
he made at Berkeley, California, 
March 16, 1950, remains, I think, 
the most intelligent and intelli­ 
gible explanation of why Soviet 
Communism is a threat which we 
must oppose. It impressed me by 
its expertness so much at the time 
that I asked at the State Depart­ 
ment about it and found Acheson’s 
staff had begun work on it six 
months before' he delivered it. 
J 
Nor is Bundy’s book the com­ 
plete story of our foreign policy, 
by any means, as Bundy himself 
points out. The President, not in­ 
volved in this book, has the final 
say on our foreign policy. History 
may show his was the major hand 
in shaping it.

It is not a 
book that can be tossed off in one 
sitting. It requires concentrated 
reading. 
If you’re looking for a shorter, 
simpler but still highly readable 
explanation of our foreign policy, 
get a recently published book by 
John Fischer, “Master Plan: 
USA.’’ Fischer knows his way 
around and has some criticism to 
offer.

IN EVENT OF DISASTER 


SAN FRANCISCO 0J.P.>—The Cali- 
forala Bureau of Game Conserva­ 
tion has recommended that a spec­ 
ial three-day* hunters* choice deer 
season which would permit shooting 
of female deer be allowed to follow 
regular buck hunting seasons. 


Submitting the proposal to the 
State Fish and Game Commission 
yesterday.

Marin To Learn Quotas In 
State Civil Defense Plan 


Quotas calling for immediate mo­ 
bilization of fully-equipped debris- 
clearance squads and demolition 
and damage survey teams to be 
ready for instant use In the event 
of a disaster or enemy attack will 
shortly be assigned to each city 
and county in the Bay area, accord­ 
ing to regional headquarters of the 
State Office of Civil Defense. 
At a meeting of operational area 
engineer services chiefs representing 
the nine Bay area counties, Harry 
H. Stoops, Regional Coordinator of 
the State Office of Civil Defense 
and Brig. General Dwight F. Johns, 
USA 
(ret), State 
Civil 
Defense 
Engineering Chief, outlined require­ 
ments which each Operational area 
would be expected to meet in the or­ 
ganization of engineering resources 
for self-help and mutual aid under 
State Civil Defense plans. Actual 
assignment of mobilization “tasks” 
will be passed on to cities and un­ 
incorporated areas immediately, it 
was said. 
Though main burden of organiza­ 
tion rests with major metropolitan 
areas of San Francisco and Oakland 
as potential “target areas”, each 
city and county in the Region wUl 
be expected to contribute its share 
of such facilities towards a common 
pool under the plan. Thus they not 
only will be providing for their own 


protection in an emergency, but also 
will form a sizeable resource from 
which engineering facilities may be 
drawn as mutual aid or mobile sup­ 
port into regions which may suffer 
major devastation. 
Principal 
tasks 
of 
the 
debris 
clearance squads in an emergency 
will be to clear nibble and masonry 
from blocked arteries to permit 
movement of rescue, fire-fighting, 
utility repair, evacuation and other 
facilities in the affected areas. 
No stockpiling or purchase of new 
equipment is planned or suggested 
under the state plan, according to 
General Johns. Surveys have shown 
that equipment and manpower now 
in eistence and day-to-day use in 
most communities will be adequate 
for the purpose. The major prob­ 
lem is that of inventory and or­ 
ganization so that they can be put 
to use promptly and effectively when 
and where they are needed, he 
pointed out. 
Major resources from which the

teams will be drawn are from city 
and county public works and build­ 
ing inspection facilities, private con­ 
tractors and construction firms, pro­ 
fessional engineer and architect so­ 
cieties, and manufacturers and dis­ 
tributors of explosives.

Bureau Recommends Season 
To Permit Female Deer Hunt 
SAN FRANCISCO (U.fi)—The Cali­ 
fornia Bureau of Game Conserva­ 
tion has recommended that a spec­ 
ial three-day hunters’ choice deer 
season which would permit shooting 
of female deer be allowed to follow 
regular buck hunting seasons. 
Submitting the proposal to the 
State Fish and Game Commission 
yesterday. The bureau said it was 
formulated in an effort to harvest 
more deer—particularly in agricul­ 
tural areas where deer are damag­ 
ing crops extensively. 
Hunters would be permitted to 
shoot a single deer of either* sex 
after the regular season in each 
area under the terms of the pro­ 
posal.

1. Buck hunting seasons running 
from Aug. 9 to Sept. 14 in coastal 
areas and from Sept. 20 to Oct. 19 
in the remainder of the state. 
2. A special January deer hunting 
season in Los Angeles, San Ber­ 
nardino and Riverside counties to 
avoid fire closures which have re­ 
stricted deer harvest in past seasons. 
3. Trout fishing to begin May 3, 
except in a dozen Sierra counties 
where it would start May 30, and 
be concluded Oct. 31. It was suggest­ 
ed Mariposa county switch to the 
early season this year and Buck’s 
Lake in Lassen county change to 
the late season. 
4. Year-round warm water fish­ 
ing (black bass, catfish and sun- 
fish) in a dozen large reservoirs in 
northern California. 
5. A 22-inch limit on the size of 
salmon caught in the Pacific ocean. 
There is no size limit at present. 
6. A regulation requiring abalone 
fishermen to carry a measuring de­ 
vice with them. 
In other action, the commission 
took under consideration a joint re­ 
port of the University of California 
and the Bureau of Game Conserva­ 
tion on planting of additional ante­ 
lope in central and southern Cali­ 
fornia areas. 
The commission placed an imme­ 
diate emergency closure on fishing 
in Puddingstone reservoir in Los 
Angeles because the lake is being 
stocked with brood fish. 


Quotas calling for immediate mo­ 
bilization of fully-equipped debris-

General Dwight F. Johns, 
USA (ret), State Civil Defense 
Engineering Chief, outlined require­ 
ments which each Operational area 
would be expected to meet in the or­ 
ganization of engineering resources 
for self-help and mutual aid under 
State Civil Defense plans. Actual 
assignment of mobilization “tasks” 
will be passed on to cities and un­ 
incorporated areas immediately, it 
was said. 
Though main burden of organiza­ 
tion rests with major metropolitan 
areas of San Francisco and Oakland 
as potential “target areas”, each 
city and county in the Region will 
be expected to contribute its share 
of such facilities towards a common 
pool under the plan. Thus they not 
only will be providing for their own 


protection in an emergency, but also 
will form a sizeable resource from 
which engineering facilities may be 
drawn as mutual aid or mobile sup­ 
port into regions which may suffer 
major devastation. 
Principal tasks of the debris 
clearance squads in an emergency 
will be to clear rubble and masonry 
from blocked arteries to permit 
movement of rescue, fire-fighting, 
utility repair, evacuation and other 
facilities in the affected areas. 
No stockpiling or purchase of new 
equipment is planned or suggested 
under the state plan, according to 
General Johns. Surveys have shown 
that equipment and manpower now 
in eistence and day-to-day use in 
most communities will be adequate 
for the purpose. The major prob­ 
lem is that of Inventory and or­ 
ganization so that they can be put 
to use promptly and effectively when 
and where they are needed, he 
pointed out.

The Needles

WASHINGTON — Women are as 
adept at making needles as they 
are in using them, and when E 
comes to turning out the hypo­ 
dermic needles used in blood collec­ 
tion they are preferred to men. 
Sheldon Whitaker, sales manager 
for a Malvern, Pa., concern which 
produces, this type of needle, says 
the largest percentage of the 300 
persons his firm will employ in its 
new quarter-million dollar factory 
at Southern Pines, N.C., will bt 
women. 
t 
Mr. Whitaker says his company 
is the only one in the country to 
make the complete product from, 
start to finish and women have a 
high ability to do the repetitive 
operations quickly, exercising great­ 
er patience and paying more atten­ 
tion to detail than men. 
( 
“There are about 15 operations in 
the manufacture of these stainless 
steel needles,” ho said. “Some of 
the operations are .semi-automatic, 
but the final sharpening of the 
needle is actually done by hand. A 
man couldn’t do the job as quickly 
in a thousand years. Women turn 
out three times the. quantity men 
do. They are well paid for their 
work too. 
| 
For the “ *<5uch* that makes you 
feel better” Mr. Whitaker says pro­ 
ducers today are trying to turn out 
smaller needles. They are used in 
both receiving and injecting blood. 
They are used by the Red Cross, 
the. Armed Forces and principal 
pharmaceutical laboratories that 
produce “injectibles” such as peni­ 
cillin and other antibiotics ami 
drugs.

Mr. Whitaker, who has been in 
the needle business since 1935, is 
also used to being needled. He has 
to have between 45 and 50 injec­ 
tions a year for hay fever.

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Rooting New House Plants 
Depends On Tip Cutting 


By DEAN HALL1DAY 
This ifi the time of year when 
one 
can 
propagate 
new 
house 
plants from "slips” or cuttings. 
Neighbors may have plants you 
have admired. Cuttings from some 
of your plants may be exchanged 
for "slips’* from theirs. Many of 
the outdoor garden plants can also 
be propagated in this way. 


Plants that root easily from cut­ 
tings 
include 
geranium, 
coleus, 
Impatien, 
begonia, 
Jade 
plant, 
lan tan a. petunia, lemon-verbena, 
nasturtium, 
heliotrope, 
pansy, 
snapdragon, marguerite, fuchsia 
and ivy. 
The parent plant from which 
cuttings 
are 
taken 
should 
be 
healthy and in active growth. The 
slips should be three to four inches 
long since cuttings that are too 
large do not root easily. 
Make cuttings with a 
sharp 
knife to avoid crushing or bruising 
the stem. Remove one or two of 
the lower leaves so that there is 
bare stem for insertion in the 
sand. Peatmoss mixed with sand 
makes a good soil mixture for root 
cuttings.

Place cuttings an inch or more 
deep in the sand mixture, then 
cover with a glass tumbler or glass 
jar, as shown in the accompany­ 
ing Garden-Graph.

Even in the warm climate of 
California the holly will grow in 
bright sun if its roots are kept 
moist although in some very hot 
places with winds that dry out it 
is thankful for partial shade. 
There are many varieties and 
forms of holly and it grows as a 
tree and as a bush but in Cali­ 
fornia we are concerned only with 
the holly as a tree. 
The holly, you know, is one of 
the great traditional evergreens 
which have long been used to 
decorate celebrations at the turn 
of the year. I selected holly as the 
subject of this week’s column for 
holly is in all our minds just now 
because we have seen the clean 
green leaves and cheery looking 
berries gleaming brightly in so 
many places over the holidays. 
WHAT ABOUT BERRIES? Do 
hollies always produce them and 
can you grow a holly in your gar­ 
den or do you need some special 
conditions. 
To answer the first question first 
let me say that not all hollies have 
berries because they are diocioug 
plants which is the botanists way 
of saying the male f l o w e r is 
carried on one plant and the fe­ 
male flower on another plant. The 
pollen must get over from the 
male plant, which produces only 
. pollen and no berries, to the fe­ 
male. 
We ought to have telescopes In 
our houses trained on the holly 
plant so that we could see the in­ 
dustrious and serious minded bee 
dropping from nowhere on to the 
delicate fabric of the petal, plung­ 
ing his head deep Into the cup and 
promptly reappearing rolling the 
pollen on his feet. Thus dressed up - 
with shoes of gold he takes a leap 
into the air and lands across the 
way on another holly which — I 
suppose unknown to him — is 
hungering and thirsting for that 
very pollen to complete the fertil­ 
ization which results in the berry. 
Mindful of the nature of the 
holly, nurserymen usually group 
their hollies together. In a private 
garden the male is sometimes 
placed on one side of the lawn and 
the female on the other

A wet basem ent can disturb the 
peace of home and fireside as 
m uch as a roof leak. I t’s a com ­ 
mon problem.. F ar from being con­ 
fined to low locations, wet base­ 
m ents often occur several hundred 
feet above sea level. You can get 
one on a m ountainside w ith in ­ 
adequate g r a d i n g and im proper 
construction. 
B ut you can’t always blam e th e 
builder. W ater is tricky. I t can 
literally flow uphill—by capillary 
action, ith e way a slice of bread 
soaks up a spot of w ater on a 
plate. And it can come rig h t out 
of the air—by condensation. 
ALTHOUGH A DAMP basem ent 
shows capillarity and condensation 
as the usual offenders, a n actually 
wet basem ent is invariably caused 
by leakage. Free w ater m eans a 
leak. Hydrostatic pressure, built 
up outside the foundation walls, 
can become so great that water 
is forced up under footings, through 
cracks in the basem ent floor or 
through joints 'between floor and. 
walls. 
This is usually brought about 
by poor grading, insufficient drain­ 
age and imperfect waterproofing 
on the outside. 
IF A HOUSE on a hillside is 
placed diagonally to th e slope, in ­ 
stead of presenting a flat wall, 
to dam up subsurface drainage, 
its foundations will shed w ater 
m uch m o r e readily. Sometim es 
hillside grading is done so care­ 
lessly th a t a sudden cloudburst 
will send cascades into a basem ent 
window. In. such, cases even a sm all 
am ount of surface grading to' di­ 
vert w ater away from the house 
an d the 
establishm ent of good 
law n sod sloping away from the 
house will often cure the con­ 
dition. 
W hen any house is built, a com­ 
paratively large area is excavated... 
T he space' between th e foundation 
and the edge of the excavation is 
frequently filled w ith w hatever soil 
is handy—including broken bricks, 
chunks of m ortar, lum ber scraps 
an d other bulk th a t produces a 
loose soil condition close to the 
foundation. W ater .soaking through, 
th e topsail flows over a heavy clay 
subsoil along the lines of the old 
excavation and collects around the 
foundation. 
IN BEST C O N S T R U C T I O N 
practice, open joint drain tile is 
laid around the perim eter of foun­ 
dation footings. 'This tile .is pitched, 
so th a t it will drain w ater away 
from around the building to a 
storm sewer or low place where it 
can discharge. The open joints are 
covered w ith wire m esh or burlap 
to keep stones and soil from falling 
into the tile until the ground be­ 
comes naturally anchored,. On. top

IF WATERPROFFING is called 
for at all, a good job of membran- 
ing is important. You virtually have 
to' tar and feather the foundation. 
B rush applied asphalt emulsions 
or bituminous cutbacks are rated 
by government engineers as the 


most inferior of three methods. 
Trowel coatings of bitumens and 
solvents are rated only slightly 
better. Hot asphalt or coal tar 
pitch tops the list. W hen this in­ 
cludes several layer» of bituminous- 
saturated . cotton o r felt in th e 
m anner of built-up roofing, you 
get a sound water-proof membrane 
seal.- 


This is applied to the outside 
of a foundation because the more 
pressure against it, the tighter it 
seals. If the wall surface is. too 
rough... o r 'porous, as w ith hollow 
masonry, a parge coat or cement- 
grout is applied first to fill cracks 
and give a smooth surface for the 
membrane. 


EXTERIOR PARGETING often 
suffices for a w ater-resistant wall. 
T his Is done w ith two coate of 
stucco each % -inch thick, m ixed 
with I part cement to 3 or 4 sand 
with little or no lime Sometimes 
powdered iron and an oxidising 
agent are added to the first coat. 
The theory Is that the oxidizing 
Iron expands and fills voids. 
W ith a house already built out­ 
ride waterproffing may be pro­ 
hibitive because of the expense of 
excavating. Unless leakage Is par­ 
ticular serious, less thorough m eth­ 
ods may fill the bill. 
Sometimes leakage can be stop­ 
ped with a parge of mortar coat 
on the inside of th e basement.. 
T his should be done in dry weather 
with the basement as dry as pos­ 
sible. A watertight concrete mix 
la used—no more than six gallons 
of water for each sack of cement. 
Any moisture in the sand must 
be allowed for. Very wet sand will 
need, only four gallons of water. 
Thorough m i x i n g to a plastic, 
workable paste is vital.

Just around Pt. Chauncey from 
Paradise Cove on the Tiburon pen­ 
insula snuggles the Tiburon net 
depot, a unique 
naval 
installa­ 
tion. 
The net depot is unique in two 
ways. First it is the only net sup­ 
ply and repair depot for all U. S. 
naval installations in the Pacific 
ocean area. There are only two of 
these installations in the nation, 
the other being at Melville, Rhode 
Island, which supplies 
all U. 8. 
Atlantic bases. 
Second unique point is that the 
base houses the only school m 
the United States to train officers 
and men in net use, maintenance 
and repair. It is one of the only 
schools of its kind in the world 
and naval men from nearly a score 
of North Atlantic Pact countries 
are sent 4o Tiburon for training. 
At present there are four officers 
and men from Denmark in train­ 
ing, with five from Portugal due 
in the next class. 
THE DEPOT 18 UNDER the 
command of Commander L. Q. 
Richards who took over on August 
1,1950. He found a base on a main­ 
tenance schedule only. 
At 


time there were 50 civilian 
ployees, three officers and only two 
enlisted nun in his command. 
The buildings still carried 
the 
camouflage 
paint 
of 
wartime, 
which w it badly weathered. Weeds 
grew in the housing area and the 
entire post had the rundown look 
of any establishment that isn’t 
kepi shipshape. 
Almost the first thing Comman­ 
der Richards ordered was “cleanup 
and pain tup.” 
The buildings be­ 
came gleaming 
white 
and 
the 
weeds came down. 
Then last April 
orders came 
through putting the base on ac­ 
tive duty again. Richards had 80 
enlisted men and about 15 officers 
assigned to him. The civilian per­ 
sonnel limit was increased to 140, 
higher than it had been in the 
war years when the base also had 
charge of maintaining and operat­ 
ing the nets protecting San Fran­ 
cisco Bay. 
Now the base is in full opera­ 
tion 
overhauling, repairing and 
preserving net material in stock­ 
piles, and shipping orders to every 
part of the Pacific from Alaska 
to the South Seas.

types of naval nets, submarine nets, 
torpedo nets and indicator nets. 
Heaviest of count are the sub­ 
marine nets made of huge wires 
of high tensile strength capable of 
withstanding the power of a sub­ 
marine’s motors. These are too 
heavy and unwieldly for prefab­ 
ricate» and have to be constructed 
right where they are to be used, 
But the other two types, tor­ 
pedo, and indicator nets, are light­ 
er, they are constructed in panels 
in such a way that they fold up 
readily hato managable packages. 
These are the nets that are the 
concern of the Tiburon depot. 
Generally construction of these 
nets are allocated to civilian con­ 
tractors away from Tiburon, wno 
l.xhlon the net panels and ship 
them to Tiburon for storage and 
shipment. 
NETS ARE M ade Of large wire 
circle« called 
grommets. 
These 
grommets are 16 inches in 
dia­ 
meter and are made of high tem ­ 
ible strength steel, 
siae of the 
wire in the grommet varies with 
the use to which it is to be put. 
But the usual torpedo net grom­ 
met is made of quarter inch wire 
twisted uotil the finished grom- 


met is an inch thick. 
Each one of these grommets has 
to be made by hand in the exact 
location in the net which it oc­ 
cupies. It interlocks with six other 
grommets to form a strong net 
similar to the chair armor of the 
knights of old. 
Each 
grommet 
being a circle 
interlocking but not attached to 
its neighbors, the completed net 
panel is quite flexible and can be 
folded up like a fireplace screen 
into a stack of circles one lying on 
top of* the other. 
This is the way a net is prepar­ 
ed for shipment. When the Navy 
decides It wants a net for a cer­ 
tain location, it sends .specifica­ 
tions of length and depth needed 
to Tiburon. The Navy men there 
ore not told where the net is to go. 
It is identified only by a shipment 
number. 
Also specified are the number of 
supporting buoys needed, number 
of anchors, concrete 
blocks 
and 
cables needed to hold the nets in 
place.

Just around Pt. Chauncey from 
Paradise Cove on the Tiburón pen­ 
insula snuggles the Tiburón net 
depot, a unique 
naval installa­ 
tion. 
The net depot is unique in two 
ways. First it is the only net sup­ 
ply and repair depot for all U. S. 
naval installations in the Pacific 
ocean area. There are only two of 
these installations in the nation, 
the other 'being at Melville Rhode 
Island, which supplies 
all U. S. 
Atlantic bases. 
Second unique point is that the 
base houses the only school in 
the United States to train officers 
and men in net use, maintenance 
and repair. It is one of the only 
schools of its .kind in the world 
and naval men from nearly a score 
of North Atlantic Pact countries 
are sent ‘o Tiburón for training. 
At present there are four officers 
and men from Denmark in train­ 
ing, with five from Portugal due 
in the next class. 
THE DEPOT IS UNDER the 
command of Commander L. G. 
Richards who took over on August 
1, 1950. He found a base on a main­ 
tenance schedule only. 
At that 


time there were 50 civilian 
ployees, three officers and only two 
enlisted nun in his command. 
The buildings still carried the 
camouflage 
paint 
of 
wartime, 
which was badly weathered. Weeds 
grew in the housing area and the 
entire post had the rundown look 
of any establishment that isn’t 
kept shipshape. 
Almost the first thing Comman­ 
der Richards ordered was “cleanup 
and pain tup.** The buildings be­ 
came gleaming 
white 
and 
the 
weeds came down. 
Then last April orders 
came 
through putting the base on ac­ 
tive duty again. Richards had 80 
enlisted men and about 15 officers 
assigned to him. The civilian per­ 
sonnel limit was Increased to 140, 
higher than it had been in the 
war years when the base also had 
charge of maintaining and operat­ 
ing the nets protecting San Fran­ 
cisco Bay.

the buoys and anchors are tied. 
There are large 
shipping 
cases, 
cables, steel grommet wire, and 
completed net panels 300 feet long. 
They’re all there and 
preserved 
ready for use when needed. 
At the north end of the base 
Is where the nets are 
mended. 


Here teams of two men take the 
heavy wire In tongs, thread it 
through the grommets already in 
the net and then bend it around 
a pattern into a grommet just 1G 
incoes across. No one has invent­ 
ed a machine that can make a 
g rommet successfully. 
Here too is an overhead crane 


which can load the finished net 
sections either diFectly onto a ship 
or unto a barge for transhipment 
to a ship at some other bay an­ 
chorage. 'Loading docks also 'edge 
the center section of the base near 
the 
administration 
and 
other 
major buildings. 
IT WAS AT THIS SITE 45 years 
ago, in 1906, a Navy coaling sta­ 
tion was first set up at Tiburón. 
Here the Navy’s vessels, and civil­ 
ian vessels too, took on coal be­ 
fore heading out the Golden Gate. 
Then with the advent of oil, the 
sir t Ion was loaned to' the Cali­ 
fornia M a r i t i m e Commission, 
which used it as a training center 
until 1940' when the Navy 'took it 
back and made it into a net depot. 
The net school is a still more 
recent development. 
It was. es­ 
tablished in 1947 and already has 
trained Greek, 
Dutch, Turkish, 
Italian, Danish, British and Nor­ 
wegian sailors and officers, besides 
all American 'personnel receiving 
training in net defenses. 
The school is under the com­ 
mand of L*t. Lou,is. Wilson, who 
took over from Lt. D. K. Strubb 
just a couple of months ago. 
Taught are such subjects, as in­ 
stallation and maintenance of nets, 
operation of 
heavy 
equipment, 
some seamanship, wire splicing, 
tug handling, 
small boat opera­ 
tion, welding and burning. 
The 
school is hoping to' acquire a gate 
vessel to be stationed at Tiburón 
so the students 
may 
learn the 
operation of such k vessel as well 
as proper signals from craft want­ 
ing to enter or leave a netted area. 
Also taught is the overall harbor' 
deier.se picture so that the net 
men will understand their part in 
conjunction with the Army, Air 
Force and other Navy 
units in 
protecting a locality. 
THE INSTRUCTION of foreign 
seamen has caused several major 
problems. 
.First .and most diffi­ 
cult is the language problem. Most 
of the men have had only three or 
four weeks. English instruction be­ 
fore coming to California. 
It is 
amazing however, their instructors 
say, to' see how well they are able 
to do tbelr lessons although there 
is no attempt made to teach in 
their native languages. 
The highest type of men 
are 
sent, according to Lt. Strubb. For 
example one .Danish commander, 
who headed a contingent of five 
in a recent class, completed the 
entire course' with, 
an 
average 
grade of 100 per cent. He did not 
miss a single question on. a single 
examination given at the school. 
In that same class were three

non-English speaking sailors. They 
confounded

examination in. .Danish. The com­ 
mander helped out, however, 
by 
translating

Commander Richards is proud of 
the men who serve under him at

’One oi my principal complaints 
is that my men get blamed 
for

sailors 
do In Marin 
county. Just because we are the 
only Marin naval base we seem 
to get all the blame when prac­ 


tically never have my men been 
involved. I wish the police offi­ 
cers would be more careful in their 
identification of .sailors who get 
in trouble." 
The commander’s other com­ 
plaint is 'this: 
’Nobody knows where Tiburón 
is. They know where Belvedere is» 
and Mil!. Valley, but when we .say 
we come from Tiburón they just 
look blank. We’ve solved it, though. 
Now when they ask where we are 
stationed we say, 
'Tiburón; you 
know, halfway between Alcatras 
and San Quentin’.’*

ment, and read how these same 
sins brought disaster to the Is­ 
raelites. 
Moses called all Israel to listen 
to his reading of the covenants 
of the Lord which he had written 
down in the Lord’s own words. He 
reviewed their history from the es­ 
cape from Egypt to that time. 
Forty years they had wandered 
in the wilderness, and Jehovah 
was with them all the way. When 
they were tempted and yielded. 
He had forgiven them. His trum ­ 
pet had sounded to start them on 
their daily journey; His cloud had 
been over them by day and His 
light shone for them by night. 
That was their security in all their 
weary wanderings and camping in 
tents. 
Moses, now in his extreme old 
age and facing death, warned his 
people th at as long as they were 
true to Jehovah and obeyed Him, 
prosperity and happiness would be 
theirs; but if they disobeyed Him 
and were faithless, worshipping 
false gods, disaster surely would 
befall them. They would be cursed. 
THEY 
HAD, 
with 
Jehovah’s 
help, overcome Sihon, king of 
Heshbon, and Og, king of Baahan. 
There would be more battles to 
fight, and Moses himself must have 
wondered if Israel would prove 
true to her trust or would back­ 
slide to the worship of false gods 
and idols, as she had In the past. 
His voice must have been full 
of passionate pleading as he read: 
"Keep therefore the words of this 
covenant, and do them, that ye 
may prosper in all th at ye do . . . 
That He may establish thee today 
for a people unto Himself, and 
that He may be unto thee a God, 
as He hath said unto thee, and 
as He hath sworn unto thy fa­ 
thers, to Abraham, to Isaac, and 
to Jacob.” 
Moses* heart must have almost 
failed him when he thought of the 
past history of this people during 
these 40 years. How would it be 
when he was gone and they felt 
that God was not so close to 
them? 
AFTER THE READING, Moses 
told his people that he was an old 
man, 120 that day, end he was un­ 
able to "go out and come in: also 
the Lord hath said unto me, Thou 
shalt not go over this Jordan.” 
•The Lord thy God, He will go 
over before thee and He will de­ 
stroy these nations from before 
thee, and thou shalt possess them: 
and Joshua, he shall go over be­ 
fore thee, as the Lord hath said.” 
To Joshua, who was to take his 
place, this wise, venerable and 
courageous leader addressed the 
words, "Be strong and of a good 
courage; fear not, nor be afraid 
of them; for the Lord thy God, 
He it is that doth go with thee; 
He will not fail thee, nor forsake 
thee.” 
And before all the people Moses 
repeated his cheering message to 
the new leader. 
Moses wrote down the law, and 
delivered it to the priests, the sons 
of Levi, "which have the ark of 
the covenant of the Lord, and 
unto all the elders of Israel. 
"And Moses commanded them, 
saying. At the end of every seven 
years, in the solemnity of the 
year of release, In the feast of the 
tabernacles, when all Israel is 
come to appear before the Lord 
thy God in the place which He 
shall choose, thou shalt read his 
law before all Israel in their hear­ 
ing . . . that their children may 
hear, and learn to fear the Lord 
your God, as long as ye live in the 
land whither ye go over Jordan to 
possess It.” 
MOSES BADE the Levites to 
take the book of the law and put 
it in the side of the ark of the 
covenant. 
Again Moses called all the peo­ 


ple together, and this time It was 
to hear a beautiful song of praise 
to Jehovah. Do you remember the 
song the Israelites sang when they 
had crossed the Red sea safely and 
their enemies were lo st' in its 
depths? This song of Moses is con­ 
sidered perhaps the most beauti­ 
ful poetry in the world. 
God had told Moses to go up 
into the mount and He would 
show him the land that was to 
be the home of his people, and 
then he would die. First, however, 
Moses blessed 
the children of 
Israel, and then he "went up from 
the plains of Moab unto the 
mountain of Nebo, to the top of 
Pisgah . . . and the Lord showed 
him all the land of Gilead unto 
Dan. And all Naphtali, and the 
land 
f Ephraim, and Manasseh, 
and t.il the land of Judah, unto 
the utmost sea, 
"And the south, and the plain 
of Jerico, the city of palm trees, 
unto Zoar. 
“And the Lord said unto him: 
This is the land which X swore 
unto Abraham, unto Isaac, and 
unto Jacob, saying, X will give it 
unto thy seed: X have caused thee 
to see it with thine eyes, but thou 
shalt not go over thither.” 
BO MOBES, the servant of the 
Lord, died there in the land of 
Moab, according to the word of 
the Lord, although 'his eye was 
not dim, nor his natural force 
abated.” 
And the Xx>rd "buried him in a 
valley in the land of Moab, over 
against Bethpesor; but no man 
knoweth his sepulchre unto this 
day. 
"And the children of Israel wept

Moses called all Israel together and re* 
minded them of all the Lord had done for 
them. Me promised that if they obeyed 
and were faithful to Jehovah they would 
be blessed and prosper, but if they were 
disobedient and worshiped idols, they 
would be cursed. 


Moses reminded Israel th at he w as an 
old m an and would shortly die. He m ade 
Joshua their leader to conquer the people 
of the prom ised land. He bade Joshua 
to “Be strong and of good courage,” for 
the Lord would be w ith him and would 
guide him. 


Moses read the covenant of the Lord, 
which he had w ritten, and delivered the 
book to the sons of Levi and the elders 
of Israel, instructing them to put it in 
the side of the ark and to read it to the 
people every seven years a t the feast 
of the tabernacles. 


Moses w ent up from the plains of Moab 
to the top of Mt. Pisgah, and the Lord 
showed him all the land which He had 
promised to the Israelites. Then Moses 
died, and Jehovah buried; him, but no one 
knows where.

In a recent number of well- 
known women’s magazine the fea­ 
ture article on “How America 
Lives” was a study of a young 
Eastern couple who had m igrated 
to the state of Utah. In the course 
of the story It was casually m en­ 
tioned that the family found a 
welcome at the Protestant church 
of which the Rev. Frank Mar was 
pastor. 
The significance of this state­ 
m ent lies in the fact that it was 
not considered necessary to m en­ 
tion the detail that Mar, the 
minister of this larger parish., is. 
an Oriental. He was chosen for 
thi-g field as the best m an apply­ 
ing and the response of the con­ 
gregation has indicated their ac­ 
ceptance of his outstanding minis­ 
try regardless of the artificial bar­ 
rier of race which In some quar­ 
ters would have been an obstacle. 
The Rev. Frank Mar is a na­ 
tive of Canton, China, who came 
to this country while a boy, re­ 
ceived heis education in American 
schools, married a graduate of the 
Ming Quong school m aintained by 
the Presbyterian board of nation­ 
al missions, and received his BD . 
from the seminary at San An­ 
selmo in 1950. He and Mrs. Mar 
are now serving the Utah Coun­ 
ty Larger Parish, c o m p r i s i n g 
churches at American Fork, Pay- 
son, and Springville, Utah. This 
long-established work, one church 
dating from 1877, is being revived 
under his leadership. 
ANOTHER EXAMPLE of ser­ 
vice extending across national bar­ 
riers is the internship of Mr. D. 
D. Su, who returned to Seminary 
this autum n after a year spent as 
pastor of the Japanese Presby­ 
terian church in Long Beach. Su 
was formerly business m anager of 
Nanking university, and as such 
played a part in moving the in­ 
stitution to West China during the 
'days of the Japanese' invasion. In 
the W est he was prominent in the 
work of Industrial cooperatives. 
He came to this country to spec­ 
ialize in business adm inistration 
but, feeling the call to return to 
China as a rural minister, he en­ 
tered the San Anselmo seminary 
in 1948. The success of his work 
at Long Beach is attested by the 
whole-hearted praise extended to 
him by his congregation and by 
the supervisor of the work. It is 
perhaps a greater achievement for 
a Chinese to be accepted by a 
Japanese congregation than by one 
composed mainly of Caucasians. 
Su and his people—one in Christ 
—were able to break down the bar­ 
riers of misunderstanding caused 
by long years of war and dis­ 
trust. 
MRS. MARY H. LI, wife of a 
young physician now in Shang­ 
hai, Is a middler in Seminary at 
the present time, taking the regu­ 
lar course in preparation for the 
m inistry. She graduated from 


Cheeloo university in China and 
received her M.A. degree from 
Pasadena college before entering 
the seminary and looks forward to 
returning to her homeland when 
conditions improve. 
She associated herself with the 
congregation of another denomi­ 
nation in San Anselmo, and so en­ 
deared herself to them that she 
was unanimously and enthusias­ 
tically chosen to be teacher of the 
Young Adults’ Bible Class. 
As every one knows this group 
in a typical suburban community 
is sometimes considered the most 
difficult one to reach and inspire. 
Mrs. Li is now entering the second 
year of this service and the re­ 
sponse of her class is so great as 
to seem incredible to those who do 
not know Mary Li. 
Located as it is on the Pacific 
Coast the M arin seminary not only 
attracts a large number of Orien­ 
tals, but has among its students 
many young Americans of Chi­ 
nese, Korean, and Japanese back­ 
ground. These men and women are 
being trained not only that they 
may serve racial groups but in the 
express hope by Seminary officials 
that old-line American congrega­ 
tions may b e c o m e Christian 
enough to call them to their pul­ 
pits and to the ministry of edu­ 
cation and m usi c .

In this world, where moral 
values seem for the time to have 
lapsed, and dishonesty, disloyalty, 
assaults and murder fill the pages 
of our newspapers, we need to turn 
to the pages of our Old Testa­ 
ment, and read how these same 
sins brought disaster to the Is­ 
raelites. 
Moses called all Israel to listen 
to his reading of the covenants 
of the Lord which he had written 
down in the Lord’s own words. He 
reviewed their history from the es­ 
cape from Egypt to that time. 
Forty years they had wandered 
in the wilderness, and Jehovah 
was with them all the way. W hen 
they were tem pted and yielded, 
He had forgiven them. His trum ­ 
pet had sounded to start them on 
their daily journey; His cloud had 
been over them by day and His 
light shone for them by night. 
T hat was their security in all their 
weary wanderings and camping In 
tents. 
Moses, now in his extreme old 
age and facing death, warned his 
people that as long as they were 
true to Jehovah and obeyed Him, 
prosperity and happiness would be 
theirs; but if they disobeyed Him 
and were faithless, worshipping 
false gods, disaster surely would 
befall them. They would be cursed. 
THEY MAD, with Jehovah’s 
help, overcome Sihon, king of 
Heshbon, and Og, king of Bashan. 
There would be more battles to' 
fight, and Moses himself must have 
wondered if Israel would prove 
true to her trust or would back­ 
slide to the worship of false gods 
and idols, as she had in the past. 
His voice m ust have been lull 
of passionate pleading as he read: 
"Keep therefore the words of this 
covenant, and do them, that ye 
may prosper in all that ye do . . . 
That He may establish thee today 
for a people unto Himself, and 
that He may be unto thee a God, 
as He hath said unto thee, and 
as He hath sworn unto thy fa­ 
thers, to Abraham, to Isaac, and 
to Jacob.” 
Moses* heart must have almost 
failed him when he thought of the 
past history of this people during 
these 40 years. How would it be 
when he was gone and they felt 
that God was not so close to 
them? 
AFTER THE READING, Moses 
told his people that he was an old 
man, 120 that day, end he was un­ 
able to "go out and come in: also 
the Lord hath said unto me, Thou 
shall not go over this Jordan." 
"The .Lord thy God, He will go 
over before thee and He will de­ 
stroy these nations from before 
thee, and thou shait possess them : 
and Joshua, he shall go over be­ 
fore thee, as the Lord hath said." 
To Joshua, who was to take his 
place, this wise, venerable and 
courageous leader addressed the 
words, "Be strong and of a good 
courage; fear not, nor be afraid 
of them; for the Lord thy God, 
He it is that doth go with thee; 
He will not fail thee, nor forsake 
thee." 
And before all the people Moses 
repeated his cheering message to' 
the new leader. 
Moses wrote down the law, and 
delivered it to the priests, the sons 
of Levi, "which have the ark of 
the covenant of the Lord, and 
unto all the elders of Israel. 
"And Moses commanded them, 
saying, At the end of every seven 
years, in the solemnity of the 
year of release, to the feast of the 
tabernacles, when all Israel is 
come to appear before the Lord 
thy God to the place which He 
.shall choose, thou shall read his. 
law before all Israel to their hear­ 
ing . . . that their children may 
hear, and learn to fear the Lord 
your God, as long as ye live to the 
land whither ye go over Jordan to 
possess it." 
MOSES BADE the Levites to 
take the book of the law and put 
it to the side of the ark of the 
covenant. 
Again Moses called all the peo-

arms." Deuteronomy 33:27. 
pie together, and 'this 'time it was 
to hear a beautiful song of praise 
to Jehovah. Do you remember the 
song the Israelites sang when they 
had crossed the Red sea safely and 
their enemies were lost * in its 
depths? This song of Moses is con­ 
sidered perhaps the most beauti­ 
ful poetry in the world. 
God had told Moses to go up 
into' the mount and He would 
show him the land that was to 
be the home of his people, and 
then he would die. First, however, 
Moses blessed the children of 
Israel, and then he "went up from 
the plains of Moab unto the 
m ountain of Nebo, to the top of 
PLsgah . . . and the Lord showed 
him all the land of Gilead unto 
Dan. And all Naphtali, and the 
land f Ephraim, and Manasseh, 
and t.il the land of Judah, unto 
the utmost sea. 
"And the south, and the plain 
of Jerico, the city of palm trees, 
unto Zoar. 
"And the Lord said unto him : 
This is the land which I swore 
unto Abraham, unto Isaac, and 
unto Jacob, saying, I will give it 
unto thy seed: I. have caused, thee 
to see it with thine eyes, but thou 
shalt not go over thither." 
SO MOSES, the servant of the 
Lord, died there to the land of 
Moab, according to the word of 
the Lord, although "his eye was 
not dim, nor his natural force 
abated." 
And the Lord "burled him in a 
valley to the land of Moab, over 
against Bethpesor; but no m an 
knoweth his sepulchre unto this 
day."And the children of Israel wept 


for Moses to the plains of Moab 
thirty days: so the days of weep­ 
ing and mourning for Moses were 
ended. 
“And there arose a prophet 
since to Israel like unto Moses, 
whom the Lord knew face to 
face."

4. “A STREETCAR N A M E D 
DESIRE” is not so successful a 
transition from the stage to the 
screen. The camera is more con- 
lined. But the power of the story 
and the performances place it in 
anybody’s 10-best list.

Ups And Downs 
HOLLYWOOD (U.PJ—There is an 
old and never-very-funny Joke 
about the life of an elevator oper­ 
ator—that it’s just a series of ups 
and downs. 
In the case of one elevator oper­ 
ator, Sam Krebs, the joke has lost 
whatever point it once had. His 
job doesn’t even have any ups and 
downs. 
For the past 35 years, Krebs has 
been one of the most frequently 
seen elevator operators in motion 
pictures. 
"The only trouble 1s that I never 
really take my customers up or 
down,” he says. "It’s all a horrible 
fake.” 


5. “DETECTIVE STORY” also 
owes a lot to the stage.

DAWN” uses the camera with re­ 
markable understanding of the 
medium. The whole scope of Ger­ 
many’s crumbling is captured on 
film. It is a fine achievement of 
Ana tole Litvak and the German 
cast. 
8. “RED BADGE OF COUR­ 
AGE” could live as long as any of 
the 1951 films. It has the time­ 
less quality of some of the best 
D. W. Griffith movies. It doubt­ 
less would have been even better 
if It had not been mishandled by 
the studio. 
9. “THE FROGMEN” probably 
won’t make any of the other 10- 
best lists. But it seems to me a 
fine departure from the usual war 
film formula, which is badly in 
need of plasma. This undersea 
saga ranked among the most ex­ 
citing films of the year. 
10. “QUO VADIS” and “David 
and Bathsheba” make my list as 
an entry. They cannot be over­ 
looked, but I wouldn’t place either 
on the list separately. “Quo” is 
lavish beyond belief, but it is 
sometimes too big for its own 
good. “David” had a touching 
solemnity, but it was a trifle dull, 
too. 
Ail in all, it was a pretty good 
year for picture quality. Perhaps 
1952 will be even better.
